Ljist Tuesday evening a case was de- 
cided in the Circuit Court of more than 
usual interest and importance. The point 
involved was a novel one in the juris- 
prudence of .Kentucky, and its decision 
will be read with interest by all the law- 
yers in the State.

ANOTHER TRAGEDY. 

Colored Man Shot mid Mortally Wound- 
ed By a Drunken Man. 

This morning Miss Matilda Wallace 
and Stephen Massie, runaways from Syl- 
van Dale, Harrison County, were mar- 
married at Aberdeen by Esquire Massie 
Beasley. They were accompanied by 
John Galvin, of Needmore, Nicholas* 
County. They were mounted on horses 
and were about to return home, when 
Galvin who had been drinking heavily 
separated from the party, and riding 
through the streets with a pistol ii 
hands, pointed it at a number of 
women and children. On Grant street 
near the new housesof Charles II. White, 
he pointed it at Mr. Williams, and as 
Tobias Hawkins, and old colored man, 
who was sitting on the curb-stone arose 
to go away he discharged the weapon, 
the ball taking effect in the stomach, and 
inflicting it is supposed a mortal wound. 
Hawkins is about seventy-five years of 
age and is a tenant of Mr. Geo. T. Wood's. 
Galvin was promptly arrested and is now 
in jail in a drunken stupor. The crime 
seems to have been unprovoked and 
prompted alone by the man's excess in 
drinking. There is a good deal of excite- 
ment in the city over the affair, but we 
hope good judgment will prevail and 
the law be permitted to take its courae. 
The prisoner is securely confined and 
there is no possibility of his not re- 
ceding in the court the penalty of 
his crime.
